‘had a room thirty feet long, he would 
have a canvas of the same size. Obstinate 
and self-willed he undoubtedly was, but 
by all it was admitted that his heart was 
as big as his artistic conceptions. 
Harassed, as he always was, by want of 
money, he never turned away from one in 
trouble. There are those who hold that 
suffering hardens, but I think it was 
acquaintance with grief that made poor 
Haydon feel as he did for the trials of 
others. ‘Safety first’’ was not the 
slogan of his days, but, all the same, 

rudent people must have dubbed him a 
fool to give away what he wanted worse 
than those to whom he gave it, God 
grant the world will never grow wise 
enough to make a Haydon impossible. 

The year 1846 found Haydon’s financial 
position desperate. Every expedient to 
raise money had been tried, and even 
borrowing sources were exhausted. The 
amount of debt continued to increase, and 
creditors began to threaten seriously. As 
a last resource, he resolved on an exhibi- 
tion of his works at the E Hall. 
Saturday, the 4th April, 1846 was the 
rivate day, and four friends braved the 
React rain. It was a bad beginning. On 
Monday the receipts were £1 1s. 6d., 
which Haydon contrasts with £19 16s. 0d. 
paid on the opening day of an exhibition 
that he held twenty-six years before. Tom 
Thumb, the dwarf, was on view in an 
adjoining hall, and on Easter Monday, 
April 13th, the half-demented artist dashes 
this down on the pages of his “Diary” : 
“They rush by thousands to see Tom 
Thumb. They push, they fight, they 
scream, they faint, they cry ‘Help’ and 
‘Murder,’ and ‘oh!’ sand ‘ah!’ They see 
my bills, my board, my caravans and 
don’t read them. Their eyes are open, 
but their sense is shut. It is an insanity, 
a rabies, a madness, a furor, a dream. I 
would not have believed it of the English 


people.” 
A BITTER THOUGHT. 


On the 2ist April the entry is: “ Tom 
Thumb had twelve thousand people last 
week; R. B. Haydon one hundred and 
thirty-three and a half—the half a little 
girl, Exquisite taste of the English 
people.” 

The exhibition closed on the 18th May. 
and, instead of bringing him any help, it 
involved him in a loss of £111 8s. 10d. 
Humiliated as he was by the thought that 


.a@ freak of nature was a greater sttraction 


that the works of his vivid imagination, 
he did not wholly lose courage, but 
actually went on painting and admiring 
his own skill. It was only for a few 
days. On the 18th June he sent away 
portraits of his children to save them 
from the sheriff. The entry for the 21st 
is brief: ‘‘Slept horribly. Prayed in 
sorrow. Got up in agitation.” On the 
morning of Monday, 22nd June, he was 
early up and out. He returned about nine 
o'clock, and an hour later went into his 
painting-room. There, in front of an un- 
finished picture of “ Alfred and the First 
British Jury,’ he shot himself. Poor 
Haydon !

Sisters’ by the Dublin University Eliza- 
bethan Dramatic Society at the St. Stephen’s 
Parochial Hall, > | Dublin, 
last night. The tables were turned, but pot 
entirely to the advantage of the play. 

The play itself was a simple moral] tale, 
illustrating the advantages of humility. The 
humble sister wins her prince, while the proud 
one is thrust into the castle dungeon as an 
imposter. 

“A placid and elegant talent,” the late 
Sir Edmund Gosse called James Shirley. 
“The Sisters ” suggests that he had more 
elegance than talent, but it was a pleasant 
entertsinment, not sufficiently supported. 
"“ Without vehemence or thrill ... . with a 
mild monotony,’ Sir Edmund Gosse_ dis- 
missed the dramatist who lived from 1596 to 
1666, ‘' Delore Shakespeare had been a 
quarter of a century in his grave, Shirley 
was the only person Jefi writing in England 
why could give to fiction in dialogue the very 
semblance of a work of art.” It is as the 
last of a great line f dramatists that James 
Shirley is worthy of attention. 

The D.U.E.D.8. production, which was 
directed by Mr. Frank Fay, was dignified, 
graceful, and beautifully coloured. The Jines 
were spoken generally with a distinction 
that made Shirley's “ placid elegance’’ very 
acceptable. 

The chief honours must be given to Mish

The Cycling Clubs. 


The cycling clubs have come back to 
life, and the wheel men and women are 
out and away with the appeal of the 
sunshine.

The number of racing 
bicycles, too, is remarkable, and women 
are not behind on the racing wheels. I 
have met sometimes sixty and seventy 
members of these cycling elubs during the 
ast few weeks, especially in County 

icklow, and it was good to see the 
enjoyment these young people were 
getting on their wheels. 


A City on Wheels. 


I think Dublin may be considered one 
of the wheel cities. If one passes through 
Harcourt street about Junch hour, the 
number of people travelling homewards 
on the South side is remarkable. I 
often wonder why these people return 
to their homes to dinner, but I have been 
told that in large families it is cheaper 
for the various members who are working 
in the city to enjoy the midday meal 
together. Hence the faithful bicycle and 
the one wheeled parade which we witness 
daily between one and ¢wo o’clock. This 
is one of the reasons why Dublin is 
among the few cities with a shortage of 
small cafés, such as are to be found else- 
where. Our capital is a home-lunching 
and, for that matter, a home-dining city. 
It is rarely indeed that a Dublin hostess 
would invite her guests. to. .take 
dinner anywhere but in her home, unless 
compelled to remain in the city, or aftera 
race meeting, when we usually find the 
rincipal restaurants in the city crowded. 
ut, on the whole, Dublin is a home- 
dining corner of the world, and perhaps 
it is a distinction of which we may be 
proud.

There were in some 
quarters a few misgivings on the appoint- 
ment of a Labour man to such a post, 
but his tact and other sterling qualities 
have fully justified his selection, and his 
extension of office by the King is a 
definite proof of the approval of his 
services by the authorities. 


A Heckler’s Discomftture. 


What is likely to go down in the annals 
of electioneering retorts as a classic of its 
kind was the reply made to a heckler last 
week by Mr. Somerset Stopford Brooke. 
Mr. Stopford Brooke is the Liberal candi- 
date for the Guildford Division, and in 
the course of an electioneering speech a 
heckler interrupted with the question: 
‘Don't you think you are too young to 
go into Parliament 7” To which Mr. 
Stopford Brooke, who is still in his early 
twenties, prompti replied: “Well, 
madam, I would rather go into Parlia- 
ment in my first childhood than in my 
second.” 

Mr. Somerset Stopford Brooke is a 
relative of the famous Rev. Stopford A. 
Brooke, that eminent Irishman who dis- 
turbed religious thought in Britain about 
thirty years ago, who was one of the 
founders of the Irish Literary Society in 
London, and who collaborated with T. W. 
Rolleston in editing the deservedly- 
praised “ Treasury of Trish Poetry in the 
English Tongue” for publication in 1900. 
His connection with Ireland is slight, but 
it is suggested in the retort to his heckler. 
As President of the Oxford Union, Mr. 
Somerset Stopford Brooke was a great 
success, and his adoption as a Liberal 
candidate in this Genera] Electicn was a 
certainty. His retorts to hecklers have 
become so well known that crowds 
assemble merely to hear them. Another 
of his recent scores was when a drunken 
man interrupted to ask if it were not a 
public meeting. To which the candidate 
replied: ‘This is a public meeting, my 
friend—not a public-house.’’ 


Water and Cabbage for Bees. 


lt is not generally known that a certain 
amount of water is necessary for bees. 
It is very beneficial for them to have a 
lake or river somewhere near the hive, 
but it is almost a necessity to them to 
have a trough of water in its immediate 
neighbourhood. They will travel in a 
three-mile radius in search of the proper 
food, but, of course, it is an advantage to 
have this near, as it saves time, which, 
from the bees’ point of view. is all-

he Carton bees live near fruit trees 
(whose blossoms help to make the honey 
sweet) and flowers, which are their prin- 
cipal food. Curiously enough, they feed 
on cabbage also, and this, too, grows near 
them at Carton. They like clover and 
heather, however, better than anything 
else. Heather honey is considered the 
best honey. 

The bee-keeping industry, which at one 
time had died out altogether in Ireland, 
was revived in recent years, and the bees 
imported then and their descendants—for 
the span of the worker bee's life is only 
six weeks—are giving a plentiful suppl 
of honey now. The thick meshed, dar 
veil and wide soft straw hat, which is 
per of the bee-keeper’s costume, is so 

ming a style for women that, on those 
gi alone, many girls should become 
)ee-keepers.- 
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| Honey at Carton. 


Recently, at the Shell House, Carton, 
I saw a-hive being opened for the first 
time and all the bees examined. I had 
always thought of this as a very dangerous 
operation that could only be performed by 
experts, and tlen when they were closely 
protected with veils and gloves. 

The proprietress of the hives in the 
little a. which is not far distant 
from the Shell House, handled the long 
wooden frames on which hundreds of 
thousands of bees clustered with un- 
gloved hands and with the greatest skill 
and delicacy. She examined three thriv- 
ing hives and only two bees were injured 
in the process. 

The bees are protected through the 
winter with sawdust bags and rugs above 
the opening into the hive proper. When 
the bee-keeper removes the carbolic sheet 
which forms the last covering the frames 
covered with bees may be drawn out. The 
bees’ industry, although one has heard of 
it since childhood, is almost incredible 
when one actually sees it. 

In the modern hive there is no more 
smoking out and smothering as there was 
long ago, A smoking tential is left at the 
side opening to drive the inhabitants 
down; there is a ‘‘ Queen secluder ”’ 
placed inside the hive to prevent the 
honey from becoming darkened by the 
darker honey of the “brood chamber,” 
while the “ Porter bee escape” is an in- 
genious invention whereby ies bees at a 
time may go down into the hive, but can- 
not return when the honey is being taken. 

Sometimes wax has to be cut away as 
useless. This, and waste scraps made on 
the frames, that are scraped off, can be 
boiled down with turpentine. It makes 
the best polish for floor or furniture— 
real bees’ wax polish. 


Rabbits and Rhododendrons. 


The Howth rhododendrons are in 
specially good form this year, and they 
celebrate their full glory on next Sunday. 
They continue at their best for ten days. 
Many improvements have been made in 
Howth recently. A new path right through 
the plantation runs to the top, whence 
one of the most beautiful views in all 
County Dublin is to be had. One hundred 
and fifty “species” plants have been im- 
ported within the last few months from 
Asia Minor, the Himalayas and China for 
the garden. Every colour, except blue and 
black, is represented among them, and 
some of them are already bearing frail 
and beautiful blossoms. A rock garden 
has also been started. Rhododendrons are 
free from two great menaces of plant life 
and the bétes noirs of gardeners—rabbits 
and goats. Neither rabbits nor goats will 
eat rhododendrons, for whici the owners 
of the Howth rhododendrons are truly 
ti.ankful ; for many a goat, both will and 
str.y, would be likely 19 descend across 
the rocky slopes of the plantation if it 
were not that rhododendrons and azaleas 
are not to his liking. 


“ Their Own Earth.” 


I was sceptical about rhododendrons 
“making their own earth” until I saw 
wth my own eyes some they had made 
within the last few years, vrites a corre- 
spondent. A couple of years ago a fire 
broke out on the rocks above the planta- 
tion proper, where many cf the commoner 
sorts of rhododendrons grew—especially 
the “Ponticum” variety—the pink or 
purple type, which grows wild in some 
parts of Ireland. All these “ Ponticum: ” 
were burned, and to-day the rocks are 
covered with rhododendrons :gain, which 
have seeded themselves and made their 
own earth by degrees. 

Originally all the earth for the Howth 
plantation had to be brought in bags to 
the slope, which is nov radiant with 
colour. The“ Ponticum ” 1s being gradually 
eliminated to give place to rarer rhodo- 
dendrons. 

American visitors ought to be specially 
delighted with Howth, as many of them 
will never have seen rhododendrons 
before—they do not grow in America. 
Although their “height’’ lasts but ten 
days in June, there are splendid blossoms 
to be seen there almost all the year 
round. 

thodedendrons are plants of very 
ancient date, and have been referred to 
by the classical writers, Pliny and 
Discorides. They were introduced into 


Ireland in 1763. 


In the library of Howth Castle every 
nur.ber of the celebrated ‘Botanical 
Magazine”? by Curtis is to be seen. It 
has been ' taken ” regularly by the family 
since the first number in 1803. There are 
interesting references in this standard 
botanical series to rhododendrons. The 
Howth rhododendrons date seventy years 
back.

Little John’s Shot. 


It is not, perhaps, unexpectedly that to 
the ears of the children of to-day the tales 
of the men in Lincoln green, Rohin Hood, 
Little John, together with Friar Tuck, 
come a trifle strangely. About those 
names clustered much old English folk 
lore, and the deeds of many men spread 
over much time and done for the defence 
of Saxon rights against the Norman in- 
vader. Of such lore, per ialities and 
deeds our own annals supply enough to 
satisfy the most avid appetites of youth. 
One of the band, however, did make his 
way to Dublin, perhaps in fact, perhaps 
on English lips alone. The story goes 
that the outlaw fled in disguise to our 
city and was in hiding when an archery 
tournament was cried to be held at the 
bridge at Merchant's quay, where was 
the old hurdle ford. He could rot resist 
the temptation ; took part in the rivalry, 
and gained the victory by discharging an 
arrow which fell almost a mile away in 
Oxmantown Green.

FITZPATRICK. Mr. O’Sharkey is a

In this he recorded, in phonetic type, 
specimens of the diction of Gaelic speakers 
in Donegal, Tyrone, Armagh, Louth, 
Monaghan, Cavan, Antrim and Rathlin.

Passing recently through the members’ 
hall of the Royal Dublin Society’s 
building at Ballsbridge, I was interested 
to see the plaster casts of some of Foley’s 
beautiful statues, placed there on 
“permanent Joan ' from the National 
Museum. They wave at last found a 
resting place after various vicissitudes 
which reflected very ill on the gratitude 
of Ireland to one of her most illustrious 
sons. Shortly before his death the 
sculptor bequeathed these casts to Dublin 
(the originals being scattered, throughout 
the public halls and galleries of Great 
Britain), “in the proud desire,” says 
Mr. Teniswood, his friend and executor, 
‘* of forming a gallery of his productions 
in his native city, and within the walls 
of that institution to which he was 
indebted for his first art teachings,’’ 
namely, the art schools of the Royal 
Dublin Society. 


Dublin s Loss. 


Dublin, however, showed that strange 
reluctance to accept this priceless legacy 
which was likewise displayed in the case 
of the Lane bequest. The Roya] Dublin 
Society said they had no space, the 
Corporation refused to take charge of any 
of the models, the guardians of the 
National Gallery made no effort to secure 
the statues, and the public showed com- 
plete apathy in the matter. At length, 
after about five years, some of the groups 
suddenly appeared in the hall of Leinster 
House, having been repaired, packed, and 
dispatched by the Science and Art 
Department, London. Tater, some more of 
the works were acquired and placed in 
the Rougd Room of the Mansion House. 
How different. was the attitude shown to 
Thorwaldsen who was yreeted with-the 
pomp of a king on his return to Denmark 
from Rome. and whose works are placed 
in a magnificent museum. But Dublin 
seems to make a habit of ‘looking gift- 
horses in the mouth.” 


A Rathdonnell Portrait. 


' Another interesting wors of art’ which 
hangs at present in the Council Chamber 
of the premises at allsbridge is the 
portrait of the late Lord Rathdonnell by 
Oswald Birley, which was especially 
commissioned by the Royal Dublin Society 
and formally presented as a mark of the 
esteem in which the late President of the 
Council was held, and as Ww recognition 
of his services to the society. T have 
heard some comment on the fact that an 
Irish artist was not chosen to paint the 
portrait, but Mr. Birley was one of the 
most notable exhibiters at this vear’s 
Royal ce for his portrait cf King 
George V. and for that of the King of 
Siam.

INFLUENCE OF TRINITY COLLEGE. | 


In these days when so much is said 
about unity, for and against, it is in- 
teresting to read of the first annual meet- 
ing of the Trinity College Association, 
which was held in Dublin at the beginning 
of the week. There is quite a flourishing 
Trinity Association in lfast, and it is 
pleasant to notice that a tribute was paid 
to Mr. Herbert Jefferson, of this city, for 
his successfal efforts in that connection. 
The fact that about forty local secretaries 
have been appointed in various parts of 
the world shows that Irishmen all over 
the globe cherish their association with 
their old University and still cling to its 
traditions. It reveals, further, a spirit of 
comradeship and a unity of purpose which 
distance cannot quench, all g pride 
in Ireland’s premier seat of learning and 
watching its proggess. Some notable 
northern personages have been elected to 
the general committee of the Association, 
including Lotd Chief Justice Moore, Lord 
Justice Andrews, Colonel the Right Hon. 
R. G. Sharman-Crawford, Mr. Babington 
(Attorney-General), together with quite a 
number of others ; and these appointments 
should do much to bring together the 
learned professions on both sides of the 
border in the bonds of amity and unity, 
all working for the good of the country 
in general. 

Another happy sign ofthe times may be 
found in the gathering of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
which commences its deliberations in 
Dublin on Monday night next. The 
event is almost unique in the history of 
Irish Presbyterianism, and hundreds of 
Ulstermen will travel South to take part 
in the proceedings. 


STRIKE IN THE SHIPYARDS. 


The strike of the Belfast shipyard 
joiners for an increase of wages has 
affected about three thousand men, and, 
unless an early settlement is made, the 
number will become much ter. For 
many years past the city been free 
from industrial troubles of this nature, 
and it seems regrettable that, when pros- 
perity has returned after a long period of 
depression, work should be held up in 
this way. Fears are expressed that ship- 
building orders may be transferred to 
cross-Channel firms if the strike con- 
tinues; but, so far as can be gathered, 
an amicable arrangement is as distant as 
it was several weeks ago, and workmen 
connected with the finishing trades, the 
“ black 
sguad,” together with some of the time- 
keepers, are being paid off as soon as the 
particular work cn which they are engaged 
is completed. It is stated that the mém- 
bers of the trade unions generally are not 
in favour of the strike, as it may injure the 
prospects of the yards, and accentuate the 
prevailing depression. A couple of days 
ago the Minister of Labour used his good 
offices to effect a compromise, and rcon- 
sidered the problem with a sub-committee 
of the Belfast District cf the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers, but so far with- 
out any satisfactory results. 

The matter im dispute is not very con- 
siderable, and it is essential that the 
difference between employers and em- 
ployed should be compused without delay 
and work recommenced, or it may be 
has) — long s ra gus mis will 
all upon the Lagan ya t is difh- 
cult to get orders, but it is easy to chase 
them away, and industrial troubles shake 
the confidence of those who require ships 
to be built.

THE WORKLESS ARMY. 


There is still acute distress in 
and anything that tends to season 
situation must be deprecated, From time 
to time there is talk of uew industrieg 
springing up, and that is well; but the 
general outlook will not be brightened ir 
the old industries are to be injured. The 
recent discussions on poverty and suffer. 
ing in the city must yet be fresh in the 
minds of most people, and the public 
conscience was shocked by the disclosures 
which were made. That state of affairs is 
still troubling the authorities, and the 
Special Distress Committee, of which Lord 
Justice Andrews is President, has issued 
another appeal for subscriptions to relieve 
urgent cases. 

At a meeting of the Executive Com. 
mittee this week it was stated that the 
total number of families assisted so far 
was 279, and during the past fortnight 
seventy-four further applications for 
assistance were received. The subserip- 
tions* already received amount to £1.64 
odd, but this is insufficient if the work 
of relief is to be carried on. about al 
that sum having already been expended. 
It must be remembered that the Com. 
mittee deals principally with special cases 
after close investigation, and many 
applicants are referred to other avgencies 
for help. Probably distress in the hack 
streets and in slumland during the spring 
and summer months does not appeal to 
the imagination so much as it does in 
winter; but it is there all the same. and 
it is good to have Lord Justice Andrewe's 
Committee, composed. as it is, of pro. 
minent citizens, guarding the interests of 
the poor and workless. It is to he honed 
that there will be a generous response to 


their appeal for funds, 
BLOW TO LOCAL OPTION. 


Local option has received a severe blow 
in the Northern Province by the resy|ts 
of the recent parliamentary elections, and 
in the opinion of most people, it is dead: 
but temperance reforms will stil] progress 
along reasonable lines. The extremists 
were well-intentioned, but their methods 
did not commend themselves to the vast 
majority of the electorate, and the verdict 
was decisive. Advocates of far-reaching 
restrictive measures, however, have not 
accepted their defeat as final, and fill 
express hopes for their cause while pre- 
dicting all sorts of evils unless the liquor 
traffic is extinguished. The Rev. T. \. 
Johnstone, the apostle of total abstinence. 
declared a couple of nights ago that in 
consequence of what happened the people 
have let themselves in for five more years 
of unemployment, for five more years of 
continuous emigration of their sons and 
dagghters, for the continuation of empty 
mills and warehouses, and for everything 
that was demoralising and ruining their 
country from an economic point of view. 
That, he added, would be the result of 
voting for the Government, and he urged 
the electorate to vote to-day for the local 
optionist candidate to represent North 
Belfast in the Imperial Parliament

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8S.) sup- 
ported the amendment. 

Mr. FrrzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, said that it was false to suggest that 
the State was out to secure convictions at any 
cost. He pointed out that in England an 
accused person had not the right to see the 
jury panel, and so far as the prisoner’s right 
of challenge was concerned, it was absolutely 
unimpaired under the Bill. In the case of the 
trial of a member of the murderous associa- 
tion responsible for recent outrages, all he 
had to do wag to take a copy of the panel 
and circulate it, and: have each person on it 
marked for assassination. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Borough) declared 
that the Bill would give no protection to 
jurors, but would actually increase their 
danger. He added that he knew personally a 
case where a head of the secret service on 
one side had as his secretary the wife of a 
secret service agent on the other side.

da by Dr. C. E. Broad in the Graduates’ 
enmcrial Building, Trinity College, yester- 
day, the lecturer t with Hume’s analysis 
of ethical istics, and * queried 
whether the philosopher is right in holdi 
that all general rules about what is 


and bad can, and must be established by 
observation and empirical generalisation. 
Hume discusses this question in the form, 
“What are the res ve functions of reason 
and feeling in ethical matters.” Unfor- 
tunately, he never explicitly says what he 
means by reason, and he seems to yse that 
highly ambiguous word in an unduly narrow 
sense. 

On this vitally important point, the 
lecturer said, Hume has neither proved his 
own case, nor refuted that of his opponents. 
It remains possible that he is right and 
they are wrong. One of the consequences 
of the view he holds is that eve spate 
on questions of right and wrong is capable 
of being settled completely by the simple 
method of collecting statistics, The lecturer 
held that this solution was irrelevant to 
such a question, 

Kant’s theory of ethics, Dr. Broad pro- 
ceeded, differs from Spinosa’s and Hume’a 
| far more radically than these differ from 
each other. For Spinosa and Hume the 
notions of good and evil are primary, those ! 
of right and wrong are derived from them, 
whilst that of duty or obligatfon is barely 
mentioned. A right action or intention is 


simply one that leads to a good result. 
For Kant, the notion of duty and obliga- 
tion and the notions of right and wrong 
ate fundamental. Another fundamental 


difference between Kant and Hume, at any 
rate, is that ethics for Hume is concerned 
simply with mankind. Kant, on the other á 
hand, ‘holds that the fundamental laws of 
morality are the same for every rational 
being, whether man, angel or God. Both 
Kant and Spinosa, in very different ways, 
thought that the double nature of man, as 
being ro instinctive and partly rational, 
was of vital importance in human ethics, 


THE FALLACY. 

Kant held that nothing is intrinsically 
good but a good-will, trying to prove this 
by taking other alleged intrinsic goods and 
showing that each may be worthless or 
positively evil when not combined with a 
good will. This argument is fallacious. If 
we accept the alleged facts, they prove only 
that a good will is a necessary constituent of 
any will-‘which is intrinsically good. It 
does not follow that a good will has itself 
~ intrinsic value. A good will, Kant 
held, is one that habitually wills rightly, and 
the rightness or wrongness’ of a volition 
depends wholly on the nature of its motive, 
not on its actual consequences, or” on its 
intended consequences, except in so far as 
the expectation of these forms part of the 
motive. 

The next question that arises, therefore, 
is— What. is ‘the criterion’ of rightness of 
motive? Kant holds that an action cannot 
be right’ unless it is done on some general 
principle which the agent accepts.. He 
divides maxims of conduct into two classes— 
hypothetical and categorical imperatives. . A | 
hypothetical imperative is a principlé of één- 
duct which is accepted, not on its own 
merits, but as a rule for gaining some 
desired end. A categorical imperative would 
be one that is accepted on its own merits. 
Kant’s theory is that an action is right if, 
and only if, it is done on a principle which 
is a categorical imperative. * The character- 
istics of a principle of conduct, to be 
accepted on its own merits by every rational 
being, must be a certain characteristic form, 
not anything characteristic in its content. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Dr, E. J. 
Gwynn, Provost, thanked Dr. Broad for his 
series of lectures, which had been followed 
with close attention.

SAFEGUARDS AGAINST 


FOREIGN CONTROL. 


The Special Joint Committee of the 
Oireachtas set up to deal with the private 
bill promoted by the Governors of the Bank 
of Ireland sat again yesterday morning. Mr. 
D. Morrissey, Deputy Speaker of the Dail, 
presided, and the members of Committee 
resent were :—Messrs. W. Davin, T.D.; M. 
facDonagh, T.D.; J. F. O'Hanlon, T.D.; 
and Senators J. Moran and M. F. O'Hanlon. 

Mr. A. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. T. G. Marnan 
(instructed by Mr. Rutherford) appeared for 
the promoters of the bill. There was no 
cpposition. 

Mr. Dickie said that the promoters, with 
Fa view to meet the wish of the Committee 
to secure’ that the control of the Bank of 
Ireland could not at any future date pass to 
any bank or oration outside the Free 
State, had agr to the insertion of the 
following amendment :—‘‘No banking company 
registered outside Saorstat Eireann or banking 
corporation carrying on ite principal business 
outside Saorstat Eireann shall be qualified to 
vote or be capable of voting at any general 
court or otherwise in any matter relating 
to the affairs or government of the bank.’ 

e s also proposed the insertion 
of ‘a new clause as follows :'— 
‘“The meinbers of the bank duly assembled 
in a general court may from time to time by 
resolution reduce or increase as they think fit 
the numbers of directors (exclusive of the 
overnor and the deputy governor) of the 
nk and fix the amount of capital stock of 
the bank which must be held as their qualifi- 
cation by the governor, deputy governor an 
directors .respectively, and may from time to 
time fix the quorum of directors necessary 
for the transa pi — provided ya 
the governor and the deputy governor and a 
leash g three-fourths of the directors shall be 
domiciled and resident in Saorstat Eireann. 
Mr. Dickie said that the acceptance of the 
amendments: and their insertion in the bill 
would mean that no matter what amount of 


stock a foreign bank or corporation uired 
it could not vote at any meeting of the bank, 
and so it could never get any control. The 


amendments got rid of any danger of an 
English, Scottish or foreign Sank attempting 
to get control of the Bank of Ireland.

That sub- 
section provided that every person who shall 
use any threatening, abusive or insulting 
words or behaviour with intent to provoke a 
breach of the peace, or whereby a breach 
of the peace might be @casioned, would be 
guilty of an offence. The charge entered 
against Margaret Kennedy was, “ being 
guilty of conduct calculated to provoke a 

reach of the peace at the said time and 
place by stopping and questioning persons 
walking along the footway, and shouting, 
causing a crowd ft collect.” That 
charge, as framed, was not, in his 
opinion, a charge under Sub-section 13 of 
Section 14 of the Act, inasmuch as it did not 
charge Margaret Kennedy with having used 
either threatening, abusive or insulting words 
or behaviour with intent to provoke a breach 
of the or whereby a breach of the peace 
might occasioned. The District Justice, 
having heard the evidence and having come 
to the conclusion that he should convict, made 
the entry in his book and an order as 
follows :—“ 10s., 5 and 6 Vic., c.

The Giant Awakes. 


When Atahuallpa was captured by 
Pizarro the only perfect communistic 
State known to history ceased to exist. 
In the Peru of the Incas with such pre- 
cision was the individual controlled by 
the State that his land tenure was in- 
creased or diminished according to the 
births or deaths that might have occurred 
in his family since the. preceding inspec- 
tion. The law enjoined that nobody was 
to be allowed to rise or come down in the 
world. Idleness was punished as a crime, 
and insurrection was unknown. This 
achievement, giowever, continues to escape 
the utmost efforts of the Communists of 
modern Russia. The muzhik, who, in the 
Czarist days, was the most abject of 
mortals and grovelled before every 
imperial official, has developed a distress- 
ing tendency to flout the most exalted 
commissars of the Soviet Government. 
In an admirable article in the June 
number of The Round Table, entitled the 
“ Awakening of the Muzhik,’”” an eye- 
witness explains how this metamorphosis 
has come about. Formerly the peasant’s 


with this object he strained every nerve, 
producing his maximum output in order 
to be able to buy his own farm. Then 
came the revolution, and, with the sweep- 
ing away of the landlords, the land passed 
to the peasant. For the muzhtk the 
golden age had arrived. Many other 
things, however, had arrived with it—in 
one word, Bolshevism. Fanatics from 
Moscow and elsewhere descended on 
the remotest countryside to mould the 
peasant into a new form of things; 
and from this 
instruction he has developed a conscious- 
ness of self which he never had 
before. He has been shown also, if only

much right to them as anybody else,

With high-yielding birds the ‘weight of 
the egg is found to depend largely on. the 
proportion of mineral ration, Again, 
certain egg-laying trials with Wyandotte 
and Leghorn pullets are quoted to prove 
that the average proportion of second- 
grade eggs is highest in the case of the 
lightest birds and lowest in the case of 
the heaviest birds. These results indicate 
the importance of body weight in the 
maintenance of high laying records. 

The Journal. reports. also on. matters of 
especial local interest. It is important 
that a substantial supply of homé-grown 
flax always shall be available for the use 
of the linen factories of Ulster. Less 
flax is grown in Ireland than of old, and 


Counties. It is hoped, however, that ex- 
periments which have been in process for 
some years will bring forth a strain of 
flax seed that will give so heavy a yield 
of flax as to render the growing of that 
exhausting crop once more profitable on 
Irish soil. The Journal reports that at 
present the seed known as “ J.W.S.,” 
from the initials of Mr. J. W. Stewart, a 
pioneer breeder of flax, maintains a fore- 
most place in quality and yield. Rapid 
progress is being made in the propagation 
of this strain, principally in Canada, and 
large supplies are expected for the use of 
Ulster growers in the near future. 
Valuable advice to fruit-growers is con- 
tained in a report on the control of apple 
scab. This will be of service to farmers 
everywhere in Ireland, but its chief im- 
portance is to the farmers of County 
Armagh, Other topics on which the 
experts of the North give counsel 
are varieties of pig disease, late blight 
of the potato, the cutting of seed 
potatoes and the recording of milk yield. 
When so much good work is done that 
will be of service beyond the frontier of 
Northern Ireland, it is impossible not to 
regret the anomalous state of affairs 
which decrees that two departments of 
agriculture, two bodies of research 
workers, and two Journals should be 
maintained for the service of the farmers 
of this small island. Parallel efforts have 
brought all the progress to agricultural 
Ireland that North and South have en- 
joyed. When will united efforts and 
common counsels make progress doubly 
rapid ?

The most interesting event of the day, 
perhaps, was the ceremony of the Feast 
of Corpus Christi, a yearly relizious event, 
which curiously fell on the Duke’s birth- 
day anniversary, and for the first time was 
held entirely in the Castle grounds. An 
altar had been erected in the grass 
rectangle of the Castle, with threé high 
golden candlesticks on either side, and a 
rich profusion of flowers as a background. 
The Roman Catholic Bishop of Southwark 
conducted the Service, and when he came 
from the private chapel in the Castle the 
crowd which had assembled knelt in 
prayer. The Duke was one of the four 
bearers of the canopy which protected the 
blessed Sacrament carried by the bishop. 
Viscount FitzAlan was another bearer. 
Monks from Storrington and many sisters 
and nuns took part in the ceremony, while 
little girls dressed in white and boys from 
local Roman Catholic schools added 
picturesqueness to the scene. 

After prayers.a procession was formed, 
with the Bishop carrying the Blessed 
Sacrament. He marched slowly round the 
Palace grounds to the accompaniment of 
ordinary Benediction hymns, sung by the 
choir of St. Philip Neri. Along the narrow 
path, over the ancient drawbridge, and 
under the great Palace. arches the pro- 
cession wound, and when again the 
rectangle was reached a Service was held 
in the open. The Duke’s three sisters, 
dressed in lace veils, and the Duchess of 
Norfolk, who was in black, preceded the 
Bishop in the procession. 


A HUGE BONFIRE. 


The Duke last night held a family 
dinner party, and afterwards motored from 
the Castle to Bury Hill, four miles from 
Arundel, to set alight a thirty-foot beacon 
‘of faggots and brushwooed, which the em- 
ployés on the estate had taken a week to 
build. Thousands of people gathered on 
the Downs to see the young Duke. Two 
barrels of paraffin were poured upon the 
beacon, and the Duke, with lighted torch 
in hand, stepped forward and ignited it. 
The crowd cheered, and within a few 
minutes the huge pile was a glowing mass. 
The flames could be seen from a distance 
of twenty miles. ' Aí 

For hours beíore the beaon was 
lighted, cars collected on Bury Hill, and 
at ten o'clack fully seven thousand 
vehicles of all kinds were parked, It 
was estimated that fifty thousand people 
had come to see the Duke kindle the 
huge bonfire. Around it picnic 
sat. and were entertained by. the broad. 
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ia the ceremony, and the Duke of Connaught 
will take the salute.

An Election Sweepstake., 


Quite apart from the majorities 
market on the Stock Exchange, a number 
of city firms are satisfying the desire to 
forecast the result of the election by 
organising small sweepstakes. “One is 
Interesting,” says the Evening Standard, 
“as an indication of the wide range of 
city opinion. It has been organised in 
the office of a large Stock Exchange fim 
Ten people are taking part, two of tl 
partners, three dealers, three half-co- 
mission men, and a lady private secretar. 
The views expressed may, therefore, be, to 
some extent, representative. The esti- 
mates show wide differences. The highest 
figure given for the Conservatives is 310 
and the lowest 200: For Labour the 
highest figure is 325 and the lowest 207. 
The Liberal estimates range between 126 
and 85, and the Independents between 5 
and 12. Only one member estimates a 
Conservative majority over the combined 
Labour and Liberal total. Six of the 
others expect to see the Conservatives with 
the largest party, although four of these 
do not anticipate that the majority over 
Labour will be higher than twenty-five. 
One anticipates that Labour will have an 
er ee majority and another that it 
will be the largest of the three. Another 
has based his calculations on Conservative 
and Labour tieing, each having 260 seats. 


Fewer Window Cards. 


In former elections a show of window 
cards was regarded as a good indication of 
the political feeling in a constituency, but 
on the present occasion it would be ex 
tremely difficult to deduce anything trom 
the few cards visible. In fact, I have 
never seen such a poor display. Not one 
in a dozen houses has anything to shor 
in the way of political propaganda, and 
this is the case even in the most densély 
populated districts.

Henceforward, as Mr. O'Connor 
says, the State’s active interest will be 
“strictly along the line of promotion, 
regulation and support of private shipping 
under the American flag.” British ‘ship- 
owners. welcome this abandonment of a 
form of competition which, in injuring 
them, brought no compensating advantage 
to its authors. They realise that the 
United States Government can continue 
to help American shipping in many ways; 
but there is a radical difference between 
private ownership encouraged by the 
Government’s assistance and State owner- 
ship under which vessels, though run at 
a loss, can be maintained in service. The 
history of State ownership everywhere, 
and of nearly every. municipal inter- 
ference with private ‘trade, has been a 
record of failure; and in the case of the 
shipping trade such failure was mani- 
festly inevitable. This industry demands, 
in a peculiar measure, technical skill, 
vigilance, the nicest calculation of trading 
factors, personal supervision and, above 
all, personal interest. Such essentials, in 
combinati no Government, working 
through its salaried officials, can supply.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS

THE KING’S RECENT 
ILLNESS. 
HIS GRADUAL RECOVERY. 


The King’s illness began in the middle 
of last November witha cold, caught while 
he was shooting at Sandringham. 
November 20th Sir Stanley Hewett, 
Surgeon-Apothecary to the King, and Lord 
Dawson of Penn, Physician-in-Ordinary, 
were called in, and on the following day 
they issued from Buckingham Palace a 
bulletin, which spoke of “a cold, with 
some fever.’’ Congestion of the right 
lung developed, and was followed by 
pleurisy and an increase of fever, and on 
November 28th the doctors, in their re- 
port to the Cabinet, said: “‘ There must be 
anxiety.” 
While the Prince. of Wales was return- 
ing, with al] speed from East Africa, the 
King’s condition became graver. On 
December 2nd the bulletin stated that His 
Majesty’s strength was being taxed, and 
that his heart was causing anxiety ; oxygen 
was administered during. the night. 
The arrival of the Prince of Wales on 
December llth coincided with a statement 
from Buckingham Palace, which in some 
measure relieved the intense anxiety of the 
nation. It reported a slight improvement 
at midnight, an hour and a-half after the 
King and the Prince had exchanged 


greetings. 

AN OPERATION. 
A successful operation for drainage ci 
the affected part of the chest was per- 
formed next day by Sir Hugh Rigby, and 
for the next few weeks the doctors con- 
centrated on building up His Majesty's 
strength. : 
On January 3rd the doctors stated that 
they were hopeful that the King would be 
restored to his people. Every resource of 
medical science was brought to the King’s 
assistance in his fight against exhaustion, 
and he began gradually to improve. It 
was February before he was able to sit up 
for brief periods. “ir 
On February 9th the King left Bucking- 
ham ‘Palace íor Craigweil House, Bognor, 
still very weak, but on the way towards 
recovery. Sea air and sunshine~ worked 
marvels, and on May 15th His Majesty 
left Bognor for Windsor, better in health— 
as the Prince of Wales stated a few weeks 
ago—than he had been before. his illness.

The Times Medical Correspondent 
writes regarding the King’s feverish 
attack :—Every sign of illness in the King 
must necessarily cause anxiety, after the 
long and dangerous struggle through 
which His Majesty passed during the 
winter. For the moment, however, it is 
understood that the distinguished doctors 
who are in attendance can detect no re- 
currence of the particular symptoms 
which were manifest at that time. The 
official statement conveys the literal truth, 
and- the whole truth. 

The King, who has been feeling unwell 
during the last three or four days, is 
suffering from a feverish attack, and that 
is all there is to be said about it. The 
tests which have, doubtless, been taken 
already will reveal in time the origin of 
the infection. Thére is no reason to 
suppose that His Majesty’s condition has 
been impaired in any way by the pressure 
of publie affairs or by the anticipation of 
the duties which would naturally fall upon 
him next week.

John McCaffrey (69), stouemason, 
Manor street, Dublin, sued Patrick J. Duffy, 
131 North Circular road, Dublin, for £300, 
damages for injuries sustained wheh kuocked 
down by defendant's car at the junction of 
Manortield and Stoneybatter on September 
17th, 1927. 

Mr. Conor Maguire (instructed by Mr. J. 
E. Lalor, solgitor) appeared for plaintiff) and 

Mr. Nolan Whelan (instructed by Messrs. 
‘Laylor, Son and Robinson) defended. | 

The plaintiff said that he was crossing 
the road to a shop, when he stopped to let 
a ‘bus go by. A motor came along behind 
him and knocked him down. it was about 
9.15 at night, the weather was “ soft,” and 
the electric tight: standards were alight. He 
heard no horn sounded. 

The Judge—How is it that you did not 
see the car! Were you doing what is known 
as ‘‘ jay-walking’’?—-No; I was going home 
after shopping. 

Witness added that he was a stonemason,. - 
but had not. worked for about two years. 

Mr. ‘Nolan Whelan—You say you are a 
stonemason, but you are described in the 
civil bill as a gentleman—I suppose because 
you have not worked for the past couple 
of years?—I do not know. 

The Judge—You can no longer describe a 
person in this country who does no work as 
a gentleman. (Laughter.) 

Patrick Duffy, the driver of the car, stated 
that he was im second gear, travelling at 
about fifteen miles per hour, just before 
the accident, as he was going to pull up a. 
little distance further up the road. He never 
saw plaintiff until he was a couple of feet 
in front of his. car. He swerved down a 
laneway to avoid the man, with the result 
that the back of the car skidded slightly 
and hit plaintiff, knocking him down. 

Frederick Whiteshead, a passenger in the © 
car, said that the car. was travelling at 
about twelve miles per hour. 

The Judge said that he had great sy mpathy 
with the motorist who was- in the position 
of this gentleman on such a night as was 
described. Looking into all the facts of the 
case, however, he had to come to the con- 
clusion that defendant did not keep a reason- 
able look-out. There might have been con- 
tributory neghgence on the part of the 
plaintoff. | 

These wool-gathering jay-walkers are the 
curse of all reasonable motorists on the | 
streets, added the Judge. 

He gave a decree for £23, of which £15 
was to be given to the plaintiff and £8 to 
the Mater Hospital, where the plaintiff was 
so well looked after.
